Power supply 



Voltage selector D - ® (Except for the U.S.A. and Canada) 
Use a screwdriver to set the voltage for your area. 
Frequency selector H - (E) (Except for the U.S.A. and Canada) 
Select the frequency for the power supply in your area. 

Dry cell memory back-up battery (not included) H 

This battery saves the clock and alarm settings if there is a power 
interruption. 

Using AC power cord Q 

©If the power plug will not fit your socket, use the power plug adaptor 
(included). (Except for the U.S.A. and Canada) 

If the power is interrupted 

•The time display clears until the unit is turned on again. The clock can 
gain or lose up to six minutes an hour while the power is interrupted. 

Replacing the battery 

•The service life of this battery is approximately 1 year. 

• If, after a power interruption, the display flashes after turning the unit on 
again, the battery needs to be replaced. 

ITETE1 

•Align the poles (Q and ©) property when inserting the battery. 
•Do not heat or disassemble the batteries. Do not allow them to contact 
flame or water. 

• Remove the battery if the unit is not to be used for a long time. 

• Do not peel off the covering on batteries and do not use if the covering 
has been peeled off. 

Mishandling of battery can cause electrolyte leakage which can damage 

items the fluid contacts and may cause a fire. 

If electrolyte leaks from the batteries, consult your dealer. 

Wash thoroughly with water if electrolyte comes in contact with any part of 

your body. 



Setting the time

While pressing [TIME SET], press [HOUR] or [MINJ to set the time. 

[HOUR]: Increases the time by one-hour units. 

[MIN] : Increases the time by one-minute units. 
•Make sure the AM or PM setting is correct. 

AM : The AM indicator lights. 

PM : The PM indicator lights. 
•The seconds are reset to zero when [TIME SET] and [MIN] are pressed. 

■To check the second display 

While pressing [DISP/CANCEL, ALARM], press [SLEEP]. 

The time display changes to show the last digit of the minutes and the 
seconds.

( Sad® Radio alarm H-® 

Crapo/buzzer) Radio and buzzer alarm g-(g) 
For your reference 

To wak e with the buzzer alarm only, set the [VOLUME] to MIN 

•Make sure the AM or PM setting is correct 
■To shut off the alarm 

Press [DISP/CANCEL, ALARM]. (The alarm is turned off but the setting 
remains intact so the alarm will operate as set the next day as well ) 

■To check the alarm time 
Press [DISP/CANCEL, ALARM]. 

The alarm time is displayed while [DISP/CANCEL, ALARM] is pressed 

■To turn the alarm off 
Set [SELECTOR] to OFF 

The alarm indicator goes off 

■To snooze a few more minutes after the alarm has sounded (sound 

of the radio or buzzer) 
Press [DOZE] 

The alarm sounds again 9 minutes later 



Using the sleep timer 



Set the radio to turn off after between 1 minute to 1 hour and 59 minutes 

■To release the timer 
Press [SLEEP CANCEL] 

The radio is also turned off
